NEW YORK, Feb. 4. — (By the 


Associated Press.)—Doing his own 
cooking-, Cornelius Vanderbilt, jr., 
is grinding out manuscripts in a 
tiny Fifth avenue apartment as 
part of his fight to win back wealth. 
He is $3,000,000 in debt. His tools 
are a portable typewriter, sheafs 
of copy pape'r and a pocketful of 
pencils. His workshop is his home 


" —a two-room kitchenette apart- 
ment on the seventh floor rear of 
741 Fifth avenue, over a toy shop. 
His neighbors are artists, musi- 
cians, photographers and. the like. 
While' the 
former 
newspaper 
publisher works day. and night 
turning- -out magazine articles- and 
motion picture scenarios, laborers 
are busy across , the. street de- 
molishing the famous chateau of his 
grand mother, Mrs. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt:

"I anv going to pay over-' every 
jjenny -I owe if it takes me fifty 
years,'.' Vanderbilt said. "I am de- 
termined that no one shall lose a- 
penny from having trusted in me 
und my ventures." 
Vanderbilt may come into some 


of-the family fortune in time, hat 
he is not bankingr on that now. Ho 
has cut his expenditures to the 
minimum and Is turning out stories 
on a. factory basis to & ready mar- 
ket 


His articles, he said, are bring- 
ing him much more than his living 
expenses and he ^is saving av sub- 
stantial margin toward the settle- 
ment of his^ obligations. ' 
He Is living alone. ' "It's quiet 


here and I can write," he explained. 
."I save lots of time by doing my 
own cooking. 


"1'ou see, otherwise, I would' have 


to go out and eat, but here I am ab- 
solutely my own boss and can make 
my own hours." 


He makes no secret of his loca- 
tion. In fact he has been somewhat 
busy entertaining -informally. 
He 


laughed as he told of a party in his 
rooms election night. 


"Governor Smith, Jimmy Walker 
and quite a crowd dropped in," he 
explained.

He.was accompan- 
ied to the dungeon chamber by Fa- 
ther Michael J. Hogan, Catholic 
priest of Represa, the prison com-

At his mother's request, lie denied 
newspaper reporters an interview 
this morning, but sent word to them- 
that he thanked them for all their 
efforts on his behalf.

The woman, 
and a Japanese clerk" ran, and 
Arthur MtUler of Sacramento, :it 
was later established at the trial, 
fired the shot'that killed, her. 


Muller went to Sacramento, told 
'his father about the crime and then 
went to San Francisco. The follow- 
ing day he was found dead in a 
rooming house.

Sayer and Ray Arnold, who was 


hanged last Friday at Folsom pri- 
son, were tried jointly for complici- 
ty in the crime." The jury convicted 
them and they were sentenced to 
hang. A motion for a new trial was 
denied and an appeal was filed with 
the State Supreme court. A rehear- 
ing was granted by the higher court 
and the decision of-"the trial'court 
•was again sustained. 


Arnold was a member of promi-' 


nent Sacramento family and Sayer's 
family are influential residents of 
Denver. Scores of fiends of both 
family interceded with1 Gov, C. C. 
Young for clemency. 
The governor, after a review of 


the case, issued- a formal statement 
in which he said that he found no 
grounda for executive clemency.^' 


Arnold, just before he was hang- 


ed, told the witnesses that 'they 
•were about to se» an innocent man 
executed and requested that the 
noose be cut Into thirteen pieces

Klein was slain by a concerted 
attack, his skull fractured with 
clubs and numerous slashes and 
stabs being inflicted upon his body.

construction of a great agricultural 
mart for the Chicago centennial in 
1333, with provision for permanent 
operation ojt the $ 5,000,000 to »10, 
000,000 structure as a post-graduate 
school for honor students of agri- 
cultural colleges, according to plans 
announced Thursday. 


.Ten acres of .the proposed site 
along the lake shore, just off the 
business district, would be leased 
for ninety-nine years at $1 a year 
to the Chicago Agricultural found- 
ation, which would be organized 
solely for the purpose of the furth- 
ering of the agricultural interests 
of America, wrote Edwin N. Hurley, 
chairman of. the organization -com- 
mittee for the Chicago centennial. 


There the foundation would build 


a. permanent agriculture mart, bus- 
iness and educational center where 


j all agricultural interests could

I congregated and where office and 
I showroom space could be rented to 
firms manufacturing wares for the 
farm.

To finance the project, the trus- 


tees of the foundation would issue 
refunding bonds that would be re- 
tired in twenty years. The proceeds 
from office rent and all other rev- 
enues would ,bc \placed in an edu- 
cational 
fund 
controlled 
by the 
trustees.

,lhe ^agricultural school 
graduates 


would be apportioned on a ratio 
based- on the -number of students 
in'the college.

Defeated in their first efforts to 
get the bill up under an unanimous 
consent agreement, managers of the 
McNary-Haugen bill forced a vote 
on the question of giving it right 
of way and were successful. They 
are prepared to stop any filibuster 
by invoking cloture, which would 
limit debate and insure a vote at 
this session. 
Party Lines Disregarded. 
Acting on a program adopted by 


supporters of the bank and farm 
bills 
at 
the 
conference called 
, Wednesday night by Vice-President 
Dawes, Chairman JIcNary of the 
agricultare 
committee, proposed 
unanimous consent to vote on the 
/arm bill late Monday anjl the bank 
bill on Wednesday, but this aroused 
such a storm of debate that h» 
withdrew it and countered with a 
motion to immediately take up the 
farrn bill. On a roll call his mo- 
tion t'tias adopted, 66 to 14, with 
party lines disregarded. 


On the roll call, the bank bill's 
supporters stood solidly beh'ncl the 
McNary motion and under Wednes- 
day night's agreement the farm 
group T\ ill support them in getting 
a vote on their measure after the 
McNary-Haugen bill is out of the 
way.

Turkeys—the birds that arrive to 


decorate the center of the table on 
Thanksgiving, Christmas., and New 
Years, and serve as a preliminary 
to the mince pies and plum pud- 
dings, are birds In. which the Ne- 
braska farmer should take more 
than the interest of an epicure, in 
the opinion of F. E. Jlussehl, chair- 
man of the poultry husbandry de- 
partment at the University of Ne- 
braska here.

In an article in the curent Ne- 
braska Farmer, entitled "More Tur- 
keys For Nebraska," Mr. Musbehl 
asserted 
that 
turkeys, properly 


cared for and marketed, -will bring 
a good profit to the farmer. 
"What ever problems the turkey 
industry may have," he said, de- 
mand Is not one of them. Between 
the. years 1922 and 26, prices 
for 
turkeys ranged from 38 to 59 cents 
a pound, and the prevailing price 
was from 45 to 50 cents a pound. 
"Notwithstanding this wholesome 


demand, the turkey crop in this 
country has actually fallen off m 
the past' 20 y«irs. 'Poor luck' is 
generally given as the reason for 
this decline, but the indication id 
that the so called poor luck is noth- 
ing more or less than a violation 
of certain feeding rules." 
Turkeys, he declared, 
can - be 


raised successfully m any part of 
the state, and a. profit from the 
raising is. assuied if they are cared 
for in the proper manner. The Uni- 
versity has-had an experimental 
flock for several years, he said, and 
without specially 
scientific care, 


even without the best of protection 
m the winter months, the 
flock 


thrHed a"nd produced a profit.

Two principal criticisms are brought against the 


judiciary in America, 


Each has Ha origin in the multifold development 


of the technical side of law. It is because the rich 
man, with a purse which will enable him to secure 
the services of the most adroit and skillful lawyers, 
is thus enabled to take advantage of every technical 
defense which the law gives him that an alarming 
portion of th° American people have come to the 
conclusion wealth has an advantage in court. These 


technicalities obstruct and delay justice. They 


prolong cases which should have been disposed of 
months before. They clog the dockets with litiga- 
tion and the judges on the bench are powerless to 
accelerate the disposal of cases. 


The short course to speeding up justice is to con- 


fer greater power upon the judiciary. In botn t 


civil and criminal branches of law, we have tied the 
hands of the court until today frequently the judge 
occupies a position little more than that of a referee. 
Even In the matter of deciding points of law, which 
presumably Is entirely the-province of the court, 
juries have seemingly ursurped the functions of the 
judge and are deciding purely law points as well as 
matters of evidence. 
^ 


In its recommendations to the legislature, the Ne- 


braska supreme court presents five sane, intelligent 
proposals which if adopted, will have the tendency 
to accelerate court procedure and promote justice. 
There is nothing revolutionary in any of the five 
suggestions. They simply eliminate weaknesses in 
court procedure which have been responsible for 
delay. 


The Nebraska Supreme court asks the legislature 


to take these steps: 


1—Restoration of the writ of Certlorari, which 
was abolished by legislative act several years ago. 
2—Amendment of the provisions in regard to 
writs of error to permit cases of lesser impor- 
tance to be taken up only through certlorari 
process. 
3_Hepeal of the measure enacted six years ago 
which takes from the court the power to compel 
attorneys to prepare condensed abstracts of ev.- 
dence taken in trials in the lower courts instead 
of the lengthy briefs which are now filed. 
4—Increase of the fees charged in the high 
court when cases are appealed to it, so as 1o 
eliminate those which are brought up primarily 
for delay. 
5—Limiting: appeals in civil cases to where at 
least one thousand dollars is Involved, except by 
special permission of the supreme court through 
writ of certiorari. 
The net result of these changes would be to give 


the court greater authority. 


That may have the tendency to frighten those who 


believe in surrounding the individual with every 
imaginable safeguard. As a nation we have been 
so devoted to this principle that many times our 
real has resulted in worse abuses and worse injus- 
tices than. t'Hose which we sought to guard against. 


The supreme court should _have the authority to 


decide •whether it will entertain an appeal in a case 
of minor consequence and in which no constitutional 
questions are involved. It had that right until the 
writ of certiorari was abolished by legislative action. 
We know that many cases are now carried to the 
highest tribunal where the only purpose is to secure 
delay of justice. 
The second 
proposal 
merely 


strengthens the first. The third also hits at the 
causes of delay. Under the present system it is 
humanly impossible for the court to keep pace with 
the increasing litigation of a more populous state. 
The increased fees which the court proposes are not 
prohibitive in cases of real merit. They will shut out 


- appeals, however, in actions where the main purpose 
is to delay. The fifth proposal would necessarily 
call for a constitutional amendment but it un- 
doubtedly would likewise tend to reduce the tedious 
delays.

UNIFORM PROPERTY VALUATION. 


The County Assessors' association of this state has 


been meeting in Lincoln this week mainly to consider 
the problem of securing- uniform valuation of prop- 
erty when the assessment is taken this spring. 


Assecsors have this problem of securing uniform 


valuation because of the constant pressure exerted 
on them for undervaluation. 
One assessor quite 


clearly explained this in the discussion over valua- 
tion of radios. Mr. Citizen, who has been boasting 
all year of his ?400 radio outfit, which will receive 
stations in all parts of the United States, Canada and 
Europe, will insist to the assessor that the set is just 
a cheap one. "Put-it dowri at $5. It's just a set my 
boy made in his spare time," is the usual plea. 


Under this constant pressure it seems that no 


state oan maintain a 100 per cent valuation for any 
considerable time. Undervaluation, however, is not 
as serious when practiced equally and universally in 
all parts of each state and to the same extent on 
all forms of property. If all property in the state is 
uniformly undervalued at 10 to 20 
cent the re- 


AUSTRALIA'S NEW CAPITAL 


On the grassy promontory of Arlington may be 


seen a square bronze tablet, placed there in memory, 
of L'Enfant, the French engineer who first laid out 
for George Washington the plans of the city which 
was to bear his name. The Frenchman who dreamed 
the city from a swamp declared that It would be 


< the most beautiful capital in the world, but his plans 
have been compromised with and were not carried 
out completely. However, his dream of "the most 
beautiful capital" will doubtless be realized'within a 
few years, for far reaching- alterations are now in 
progress, or about to be undertaken. 


When Washington was laid out the United States 


was a very, very new country, which accounts for 
the fact that it was necessary to go to Europe to 
get an engineer to do the planning1. But now, it is 
believed for "the first time since the foundations of 
Washington were laid, another fiat capital is being 
built, and it is an American engineer who has de- 
signed it. Canberra is the name of the city that is 
being: built to order for Australia and the genlws'in 
whose mln'd grew the picture of the antipodean 
capital is Walter^ Burley Griffin of Chicago. Before 
the war he won the assignment in an international 
competition. 
i Canberra, like our capital, is located in a federal 
territory, larger than the District of Columbia, for 
it contains 900 square miles. The. city area is twelve 
milf:s. It is situated In,the state of New South Wales, 
about one-third of the way from Sydney to Mel- 
bourne, 130. miles from the first named place. 


On May 9, 1901, King: George'V, as Duke of Tork, 


opened the Australian parliament, under a. constitu- 
tion which provided for the eventual building of a 
federal capital in the state of New South Wales. 
Now his son, the present Duke of York, Is on his 
way to Australia-, where on May 0 hc^will dedicate

The Nebraska county assessors are 
apparently 


adopting the only remedy in meeting and deciding 
upon uniform valuations The organization went on 
-record as opposing H. R. 319, which returns to a 
formerjjractlce, by providing that all property in the 
state shall be taxed at TO per cent of its actual value 
The assessors take the stand that the only result of 
such a law would be that the taxpayers would de- 
mand a 30 per cent reduction in valuation from that 
they secured the previous year Undervaluation would 
still exist but the rate of assessment would have to 
be higher to raise the same amount of taxes. 


THE SMALL HOME. 


At a. meeting of the Mississippi Valley landscape 


artists in ^ansas City recently, the statement was 
made that the charm of a well-ordered city is in its 
small homes. 


The reason is apparent. 
In every city, including Lincoln, the small homes 


so greatly predominate in number that unless many 
of them are pleasing and attractive the city, at 
best, offers only beautiful residential spots The Im- 
portance of artibtic and well-maintained small homes 
in a city cannot be over-estimated. For those who 
come fiom the outside, the fine, costly residences of 
the wealthy and well-to-do citizens of the community 
are impressive but the city which is able to show a 
good general average through its attractive small 
homes makes the deepest impression 


The big problem in connection with the small 


home is to secure the proper setting-. As yet no 
method has been devised to promote landscaping of 
small lots. 


After all the size of the house should not be the 


determining factor In providing encouragement and 
Inspiration towards beautiflcation Keeping the house 
and premises attractive through well-cared for lawns 
and shrubbery contributes to the joy of living and 
the value of the property, whether it bo costly or 
inexpensive. The main requisite is to secure a co- 
operative neighborhood spirit. Whole sections of a 
city, including- axgreat many homes, will suffer if a 
few of the property owners are careless and indif- 
ferent. This problem is being- met through the for- 
mation of Neighborhood Improvement societies. They 
can and do wield a largre influence In creating civic 
pride to the end that all homes be made as attractive 
as possible. It is well worth the effort.

Weaning. 
'• 


Last week I gave directions for weaning the baby. This week 1 will 


ta^ke up another side of the question: 


/ The only accurate v»ay in which it can be determined how much 
mllk"the baby actually gets, is to weigh him before and after nursing, if 
the baby doesn't get enough and is undernourished, and the measures to 
increase the milk in the mother are not successful, then the baby should 
have some other food besides the mother's milk. He should not be en- 
tirely weaned. 


The mother must not wean the baby before its normal time, nine to 
ten months, except under the following conditions: 1. tuberculosis, or 
insanity, or epilepsy in the mother, in which case the child might be in- 
jured. 2. pregnancy (It isn't that pregnancy makes the milk poisonous for 
the baby; it simply weakens the mother and in time lessens the milk, and 
naturally it is a dram on the mother to be nourishing: three: herself, the 
unborn babe and the nursing baby, at the same time.) When the mother 
discovers that she IS pregnant, she should gradually, not suddenly, wean 
the baby: 3. in some cases of chronic disease in the mother, the weaning 
In this case depends upon the severity of her disease and the general 
condition of the baby. There is no doubt that sometimes nursing will 
weaken the mother with a chronic disease. 
It is usually safe for the baby to be nursed even though the mother 


s suffering from measles or otherunfertious diseases, for young babies 
are largely immune to infections; apparently they inherit this immunity:. 
Attpr the baby is six months old, however, the immunity Is much less, 
and in this case, it Is wiser to keep It away from th|^mother unless it 
had been exposed to the disease before the nature of ft had been deter- 
mined and so might have it anyway. 
In case the baby is taken away 


from the mother it is best, after she reco\ ers, to have her nurse it again 
Meanwhile, the breast milk can be expressed by the manual expression 
and fed to the baby by the bottle.

sweets such as chopped raisins, figs, dates, honey, etc 
Nut candies are particularly to be warned against for young chil- 
dren who do not know how to chew, for the candy melts, leaving the 
nuts which are liable to be swallowed the wrong: way and get into the

is th u s en abled to take ad van tage of every techn ical 


d efen se which th e law gives him th a t an alarm in g 
portion of th* A m erican people have come to the 
con clu sion w ealth h a s an ad van tag e In cou rt. These 
aame techn icalities ob stru ct an d d elay Ju stice. They 


prolon g cases w hich shou ld have been d isposed of 
m on ths before. T h ey clog the d ockets w ith litiga­ 


tion an d the Ju d ges on the ben ch are powerless to 


accelerate the d isposal of cases. 
T he sh ort cou rse to speed in g u p Ju stice l.s to con ­

In its recom m en d ation s to the legislatu re, tho N e ­ 
braska su prem e c o u rt presen ts five san e, in telligen t 


proposals which if ad opted , will have the ten d en cy 


to accelerate co u rt proced u re an d prom ote ju stice. 
There Is n othin g revolu tion ary In an y of the five 
su ggestion s.

4— In cre-iu e of the fees charged In th e high 
cou rt w hen cases are appealed to it, so as lo 
elimin ate those which are brou ght u p prim arily 
for d elay . 
5— lim itin g appeals in civil cases to w here at 
least on e thou san d d ollars is in volved , except by 
special permission of the su prem e cou rt throu gh 
w rit of certiorari. 
The n et resu lt of these chan ges wou ld be lo give 


the cou rt greater au thority . 
T h a t m ay have the ten d en cy to frighten those who

so d evoted to this prin ciple th a t m an y tim es ou r 
zeal has resu lted in worse abu ses an d wor.se In ju s­ 
tices th a n those w hich we sou ght to gu ard again st.

"PRINCE RIGO" 


Gypsy Violinist Passes 


Away In Ward Room x 
Of Gotham Hospital. 


Wizard Of Violin Had 


Varied Career—Won 
Love Of a Princess. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—(By the 


Associated Press.)—A gypsy troub- 
ador who in a life of romance won 
the love of seven women—one of 
them a princess—was mourned -to- 
day by the wife of his later years 
who shared with, him adversity and 
pain. 


The smiles of high born ladies 


and the limit of kingly favor which 
shone upon him when he was the 
favorite of the 
courts of Europe 
near the end of the last century 
were not in evidence at the last 
earthly appearance of Janos Rigo. 
called "the gypsy violinist" and 
"Prince Rigo." 
When he died yesterday at the 


age of 60 in a ward room of the 
French hospital, his fame had 
dimmed and the charm of 
his 


music had faded. 
Few, even of 


those who once had been thrilled 
to his siren notes, knew of his ill- 
ness and he passed away virtually 
unattended except for his- faithful 
wife. 
x She was the former Mrs. Casper 
Emerson, jr., 
former wife of a 


Philadelphia artist and daughter of 
Prof/John E. Hagley of the TJnk- 
vcrsity of Pennsylvania. Like other 
women in the life of the gypsy 
prince, she left her husband for the 
love of him. They were married in 
1919. The wandering wizard of the 
violin was once the husband of a 
princess. 
She iwas Clara "Ward, 
daughter of a millionaire 
Detroit 


shipowner and wife of Prince Jo- 
seph De Caraman-Chimat of Bel- 
gium. They met in a Paris res- 
taurant in 1897. where the swarthy 
maker of melodies looked deep into 
her eyes and played. 


Princess Dies. 
lie told the story here in 1926 


when the princess, whose love for 
many years before had been given 
to another, disd. Putting down his 
violin in an east side cabaret where 
he was playing, he revealed the 
princess' picture tattooed on Ms 
arm, and wept.

elephants. 
The African collection 


alone draws thousands of people to 
the Field museum and it is used 
extensively In the study of zoology. 
What the Field museum has done 
and is yet planning to do can be 
more than duplicated by the accept- 
ance and mounting of the Bredee 
trophies. 


Adam Breede's experiences in the

Three strong military columns to- 
day were attacking the strongholds 
of the rebellious Yaqui lawians, in 
the state of Sonora. 


The war department recently was 


led to believe that the Yaquis were 
willing to surrender, and when ne- 
gotiations were suspended because 
the Indians insisted on retaining 
their arms, orders were given for 
a general offensive until they yield- 
er were exterminated. 


In the tirst two days of the fed- 


eral offensive, the military coiums 
captured three Yaqui camps. Then 
a march was begun on LaGloria, 
the stronge&t Yaqui redoubt in the 
heart ot the mountains. 


The federal casualties have been 


heavy and numerous rebels have 
been killed and many captured, in- 
eluding women and children. 


Claim Formation. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 4.—(By the 


Associated Press)—Dispatches from 
Tami'ico claim there is confirma- 
tion of the discovery of an anti- 
governnient' plot there and another 
plot against the government is re- 
pot te^ irom the c.ty of Puebla. 


The dispatches from Puebla give- 


no details except that the military 
authorities ordered summary court- 
martial for those arrested when the' 
plot was discovered, and their ex- 
ecution is feared.

Go to Bat for Ace, Provided Latter Will 
Agree Dispense With Brother-Manager 
and Tie Up With New Business Pilot. 


Lifting of the suspension which bars Ace Hudkins, the 


Nebraska wildcat, from slinging padded gloves in his home 
state,- Kansas and other states holdirig membership in the Na- 
' tional Boxing association," is favored by Ira'Vorhies, boxing 
commissioner of Nebraska—under certain conditions. 
- 


The first and chief "condition" is that Ace get himself a 


new manager in place 'of Brother Clyde. The second is that 
the wildcat shall cease being wild in his social1 activities, con- 
fining his fighting entirely to the ring. 


Vorhies States Position. 


Commissioner Vorhies 
declared 


himself today on the Hudkins sub- 
ject and miCde it clear that he 
hoped that Ace would take a lesson 
from his pressnt plight. 
"It was iar from a pleasure to 


inform, the Kansas commission, of 
what was going on in the Hudkinsv- 
Socklin affair," the Nebraska corri"- 
missioner said today, "but legalized 
boxfng must be strictly otwthe level 
and it was as much my d,uty to 
protect It In Kansas as in this state. 
Suspension of Ace in Kansas auto- 
matically barred him from • other 
states, hut that suspension could be 
lifted and possibly will be if Ace 
gives assurance that he is willing 
to 'come clean' in the future. 


Much In Ace's Favor. 
"There is much in the boy's favof 
that might be said. He has pur- 
chased a home for his mother in. 
.Lincoln and, I understand, has been 
giving largely from his ring earn- 
ings for her support. 
I feel like 


doing something substantial for any 
boy whose first thoughts are for 
his mother. 
"If Ace will proceed to line up 


with a**hew manager to take the 
place-of his brother, Clyde, and 


vmake it clear that the change is 
bona fide, I would be pleased to 
recommend to the Kansas commis- 
sion that the suspension be lifted 
after six months. 
If the Kansas 


commission were to act favorably 
on my recommendation, that would 
lift tlie suspension 
in all other 


states. 


Says Clyde Is 
Out. 
"So far as the Nebraska eflmmls- 


sion is concerned, Clyde is through, 
I shall oppose all suggestions to lift 
Ace's suspension unless It Is agreed 
and specifically provided that Clyde 
.shall completely step down and out. 
JC—Ace will place his business af- 
fairs m the hands .of a capable 
manager, the boy might go a long 
way In the boxing profession. But 
Ace must get away from some of 
his wildness" w hen he is not in the 
ring. A smart manager might do 
wonders for him in the latter di- 
rection. Mistakes of Yojjth. 


"If Ace has had no lesson out of 


his recent experiences, it is his own 
fault. I can excuse his mistakes be- 
cause of youth, but his manager, 
Clydo, should have known better 
and I shall oppose any movement 


- calculated to let Clyde continue to 
handle the boy's affairs. 
"It is up to Ace. If he meets the 
situation half way, the suspension 
can be set aside, T believe, and 
with a capable manager he could 
make the fortune that his boxing 
ability merits."

though both shine by reflected sun 
light, Venus will appear the brighter

"AVe cannot see the planeis at the 
moment of nearest approach, 8 a. in., 
central standard time, February 5. 
when Venus will be but 37 minute's 
of an arc j south of Jupiter, but 
must take our views on the even- 
ings before and after. When near- 
est they will be but little more than 
the moon's diameter apart. * 


Conjunctions of the planets occur 


frequently, but the conjunctions of 
these two brilliant ones favorably 
located as to place and time, are 
comparatively infrequent.
